sand dollars to cover the whole expense 
of this kind for the past two years. 


Most of the cases belonging in this state 


are now kept in eastern asylums, at an 
average cost> including transportation, of 
nearly live hundred doll*i per capita per 
annum. A hospital at home, of sufficient 
capacity for lilty or one hundred patients, 
can be carried on for three hundred dol- 
lais'per capita per annum. This would 
save the state, on the number now support- 
ed, about four thousand dollars per annum. 
This paper fulfills its object in setting 
forth the necessity and economy of hav- 
ing, as soon as possible, a state asylum for 
the insane in Colorado Springs. A bill 
has been drawn up with great care and 
deliberation providing for such an institu- 
tion, which will come before the assembly 
this winter.
